The embryo of this school was founded in Randolph county, North Carolina, 
in the year 1838. In 1839 it received the name of Union Institute and in 1841 
was incorporated under the laws of North Carolina. The school experienced 
rapid growth and in the year 1851 it was incorporated as Normal College. Given 
the right to confer degrees in 1853. In 1859 the school became the property of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, South, and the name was changed to Trinity Col¬ 
lege. In 1892 the college was moved to Durham, North Carolina, the present 
location. Trinity College became co-edueational in 1897. 

In November, 1910, Dr. William Preston Few became president of the insti¬ 
tution and still acts in that capacity. 

In December, 1924, Mr. James B. Duke placed securities valued at $40,000,000 
in a trust fund to be administered for educational and charitable purposes. The 
trustees of this fund were directed to spend $6,000,000.00 from the corpus of the 
trust in acquiring lands and erecting buildings for the establishment in North 
Carolina of an institution to be known as Duke University, said school to receive 
annually for its corporate purposes thirty-two per cent, of the income of the trust 
fund after twenty per cent, has first been set aside to increase the amount of the 
trust from forty to eighty million dollars. Mr. Duke further directed that should 
the trustees of Trinity College so elect the new Duke University, it might be built 
about Trinity College as its college of Liberal Arts. On December 29, 1924, the 
trustees voted unanimously to accept the terms of the indenture of trust, and in 
accordance with this action the Secretary of State authorized the change of the 
charter. Henceforth, the school is known as Duke University. 

From time to time the school has been the recipient of numerous liberal gifts 
and endowments by various members of the Duke family and other friends of the 
institution. 

GIFTS AND ENDOWMENTS 

Mr. James B. Duke, $40,000,000.00 in 1924. On his death, October 10, 1925, 
$17,000,000.00 and 10 per cent, of his residuary estate. 

Mr. Washington Duke, $100,000.00 in 1896, $150,000.00 previously, $100,000,- 
00 in 1898, $100,000.00 in 1900, and $30,000.00 in 1901. 

Mr. Benjamin N. Duke, $560,696.00 between 1898 and 1924. He also partici¬ 
pated in gifts of his family which amounted to $880,000.00, twenty-seven and one- 
half acres of land, and a stone wall around the entire campus. Also the Angier B. 
Duke Memorial Student Loan Fund. 

Other gifts and endowments total about $2,410,000 plus numerous other gifts 
of buildings, statues, books, etc. Much of the above mentioned sum is for student 
loan funds.

The greatest single university construction program in the world's history! 
The greatest stone masonry project in the building history of all times! So may 
>ve accurately characterize the magnitude of the plans which the Duke Foundation 
has made for the main unit of the new Duke University, now under construction. 

In the erection of the forty-four structures to comprise the group on the new 
five thousand acre campus, the Duke Construction Company, formed for the sole 
undertaking, takes its place among the foremost builders in the rapidly progressing 
South. 

Especially rapid has been the construction on the foundation work on the medi¬ 
cal and hospital units. Massive substructures, covering four acres and strong 
enough to support five stories of stone and steel, have been set into the ground. 
It will be the medical school unit that will first be used, most probably about 1930. 

Building with stone, Duke University is expected to have a permanent home, 
one that will serve well when today’s history will be of the near forgotten past. 
Mr. Duke’s endowment, being largely financed by hydroelectric power and tobacco 
stocks, will last, it is said, as long as water runs down hill and people smoke cigar¬ 
ettes. That is a long time, and, too, it will be a long time before Duke's new home 
will be crumbled in decay. In Duke University North Carolina, through all its 
future history, will have a durable institution not only of stone but of a tradition 
of magnificent service since 1838, when it was founded as a cooperative venture 
by the Methodists and Quakers of Randolph County. The Methodists soon gained 
full control of the small school, and it became a Methodist Institution. Growing as 
it has in the past ninety years, it is hard to imagine what this institution will be in 
the next hundred. Not even James B. Duke, himself, was able to foresee the great 
future which Duke University has ahead of it.

The Band 
goes with the Team on football trips and always adds to the glory of the institution. 
Broadcasting on the University hour is a regular feature of the Band as well as 
taking part in the regular musical exercises at the University. 

When the C'itv of Durham calls or even other nearby Cities, the Band is ready 
to serve them also. Parades, on Armistice Day and Durham Day, as well as 
Concerts on special occasions held by the City. During the School year, the Band 
played an important part in the State’s welcome to the Democratic Nominee and 
also the Exposition welcoming the newly elected Governor. 

The grades of music used are the very best at all times and great care is taken 
bv the director in perfecting each number before public appearance is made. 

The Band is supported by the University Alumni Association.

"Durham 

The City of Durham is a resultant of those new forces in Southern life which 
date back from the Civil War. 

It was in 1865 that General Joseph E. Johnston, Confederate leader, and General 
William T. Sherman, of the Union army, agreed upon terms whereby all Confeder¬ 
ate soldiers east of the Mississippi should lay down their arms, thus bringing to a 
close the war between the States. While negotiations were underway the soldiers 
encamped nearby had made a discovery of delight to themselves and of vast signi¬ 
ficance to the world. A little one-room factory filled with the sweetest tobacco 
ever smoked had been found. Little did these soldiers realize that they were then 
establishing a national market for this product and creating one of the largest in¬ 
dustries of the world. This incident was the founding of “Bull” Durham Smoking 
Tobacco and the American Tobacco Company. 

The growth of the tobacco industry meant growth for Durham. The popu¬ 
lation of the city grew fast and has continued to grow, and now Durham has 
assumed a place of leadership among the cities of the State and South. The sound¬ 
ness of its wonderful development in industry has attracted much favorable 
comment. 

The tobacco industry in Durham created an immediate need for other in¬ 
dustries. so other industries have been founded that have added more to Durham’s 
industrial greatness. Each year the hosiery and textile mills located in the city 
send into the world products worth millions of dollars. 

Durham is recognized as a major center of Southern Education. Duke Uni¬ 
versity, one of the nation’s most heavily endowed institutions of higher education, 
is located here. Just ten miles away, connected by a hard-surfaced boulevard, the 
University of North Carolina is also located. Durham is also the home of the 
North Carolina State College for Negroes. The Southern Conservatory of Music, 
one of the best music schools in the South, has long been a Durham Institution. The 
elementary and high schools of the city have a national reputation for high standards 
of scholarship and efficiency in school management. Within a radius of twenty- 
live miles Durham is nearer more college students than any other city in the South.
